Secretary Taft has returned to town

There is nothing 
now in the way of building the canal, 
save the solution of some difficult en- 
gineering teats, the labor question, 
and the climate It is proposed to 
carry on the operation of excavating 
the canal under electric lights st 
night. This will hasten the work, 
and enable it to be prosecuted with 
greater comfort on the part of the la 
borers. The Secretary says 3.000 la- 
borers can he employed at once, and 
on his way home he viaited Jamaica 
with a view to securing efficient labor 
from that island. 



Mrs. Jamea Roberts, a girl of fifteen 
years, who wss married a tew months 
ago, committed suicide Sunday morn- 
ing at her fatber-in law's home, 
Fordsviile, by swallowing strychnine 
The tact that she had taken poison 
was not discovered until the began 
to Bicken irom effects ot it. Dr. Mc- 
Carty was called and was at the 
house In a few minutes, but the *<rl 
died while he was preparing a hypod- 
ermic Injection. 

Aa Insignificant quarrel with her 
husband appears to have been the on* 
ly cause ot her suicide, although the 
girl left no statement. Early Sunday 
morning she asked her husband to go 
with her to her parents and spend the 
lay. He replied that he could not 
go on account of having to do some 
work about his father's lirery siaMe, 
where he is employed. She retoted 
that he did not want to go, he could 
if he would. 

Nothing more was thought of the 
matter until she commenced showing 
symptoms of stiychinine poisoning 
the acute suffering and well-known 
contortions having manifested them- 
selves. 

The deceased was a daughter of 
Fred Boorman, a miner. The hus- 
band is a son ot Sam Roberts, pro- 
prietor of a livery stable, and a well 
known citizen. At the time oi tlieir 
marriage in September Roberts was 
hardly eighteen and his bride was 
barely fifteen. They had lived since 
their marriage with his parents. 

The fnneral was held from the resi- 
dence Monday alternonn.

OTHER MATTERS OF INTEREST 



Washington, D. C.. Dec 21. 1904. 

The question ot deepest interest to 
the Pre-ident and Congress, and dis- 
cussed by politicians in Washington 
more than any other, has to do with 
the pro|*osa! to give the Interstate 
Commerce Commission power to reg- 
ulate freight rates. This proposition 
also attracts wide attention tn the 
country, especially among all cl <s«es 
ot shippers who are dependent upon 
the railroads to carry their produce to 
maiket. Some 3.000 produce and 
fruit dealers through the ration have 
askel the President to appoint some 
one in their line ot business upon the 
Commission. Secretary Morton, who 
has bren a railroad man all his lile, 
0 has promised the President to take 
up the problem of the supervision of 
railroad rates, and see what can be 
accomplished. This may appear a 
little unusual for the Secretary of the 
Navy, but Mr. Morton is a man of 
experience, lie believes in the doc- 
trine ol consideration of the rights ol 
the people. He says the railroads 
should not oppose rational govern- 
ment supervision, and that they 
should cease to manipulate politics 
and legislation. The President in- 
sists that the railroads, as well as 
other interests, shall have fair play. 
Reforms of method are needed; there 
|s no war upon lallroads, which ate 
recognized as the great civilizers and 
missionaries of the age. Secretary

John F. Wallace, chief engineer ot 
the Isthmian Canal Commission, has 
submitted to the House Committee on 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce the 
results oi bis investigation so f«r as 
made regarding the engineering tasks 
necessary in the construction of the 
canal. Four plans are submitted, the 
first for the construction ot a high 
level canal with the surface of the 
water ninety feet above sea level; the 
second ia a summit level ot sixty feet 
above sea level; the third, a twenty or 
thirty foot level above the sea, and 
the fourth, a sea level with a tidal 
lock. It is pointed out that while a 
sea-level canal would be less expen- 
sive to operate and time wonld be 
saved in passing through it, its coat 
would be $300,000,000, and it would 
not be open tor traffic under fifteen 
years, and not completed under twen- 
ty years.

If the lot of the Japanese farmer he 
hard, thid of his wile is infinitely 
harder. She not only does an equal 
amount of labor in the firld, but the 
erreiof the household and the respor- 
sibility of the children also rests up- 
on htr shoulders. 

From the e .. vilest lufancj a Japanese 
girl is- taught to be obedient to bet 
parents, and when she is about to be 
mnrrled her mother gives her thirteen 
rules by which to steer her batk on 
the rugged sea <f Japanese msur d 
life. Aiunin: thi n are the iollow- 
ing: 

“Be a’ w. _, ; ktr.'’ to your mothcr- 
iti law and your sifters i^-law 

• (let up early, stay u*.’ late at r. ght 
and do not take a nap in tbs day 
time, 

“Be a good hot; -cheep-. r, bs tec- 
roniic.il in everything.” 

It is .veil for the hnpptne.-.s of a 
girl who is r.boul to become a Lani- 
er's wile that the hist two command- 
ments lir.Vs. been so instilled/that she 
is prepared to regultte her life by 
them. 

The first to lise, she is fure to be 
the last to r lire, and when the male 
members of the family may be seen 
stretched on the floor, trking their 
siesta, the patient hous iwite may be 
seen mending some garment, or else 
laboring in the field. It is scarcely 
necessary, however, to train her to be 
economics', for that is compulsory. 

Before the fatmer has awakened 
from his heavy sleep his little wile 
creeps from under the morquito net 
and peformes a hasty toilet, prepar- 
es the morning meal. When the oth- 
er members of the family arise, the 
beds, which are heavy quiita plactd 
on the floir, are carefully rolled up 
by* the busy housewife ard placed in 
the clostt, there to remain until again 
required. 

A.s there is so little furniture used 
in a J.ipinese house and especi l’y in 
that of a peasant, one would t.alura - 
,ly think that th.* domestic outies 
would be very light. Such, ho* ev- 
er, is not the c;Si. 

When the bedding has been remov- 
ed, the meal is then served in the 
same room. All the numbers of ihe 
family rquat on the il or. The mil- 
let or rice, which is the principle and 
oftentimes only article of diet is 
brought in in a wooden bucket, and 
the wife ladles it out, serves her hus- 
band first, and oftentimes waits till 
the whole family have finished before 
she partakes of the food herself. 

When the husband hrs gone to the 
field the wife removes the dishes and 
washes them, together wilh any pots 
that may hive been used, at tbcj 
neighboring well or in the stream 
that flows just outside the cottage 
door. 

These canids or streams are a great 
labor-saving institution in Japan, and ! 
are used for many and varied purpo- 
ses. The farmer, tired and dirty af - 1 
ter his day’s work, refresh and i 
cleanses himself by a plunge into the ! 
running water. As one travels 
through the country at one point one ! 
may see a woman doing the family 
washing in a stream. Farther down i 
the road the tired, travel-stained pil- j 
grim may be seen refreshing his wea- j 
ry feet by laving them in the same 
water. At any other point travelers 
slake their thirst, dusty urchins dis- 
port (hem. -elves and the overworked i 
wife cleanses her dishes in it.
